The songs, dances and stories of ‘Musi- 
cal Americana” have been chosen with 
affectionate care to represent particular 
phases of American life. They are staged 
to suggest to the imagination the period 
from which they come. Every folk song 
and every popular song has individual 
associations, but I hope that interpreta- 
tions have been found that our audiences 
will share. 

The program includes the music and 
dancing which belonged to our forefathers 
before we became a nation and moves on 
through the great days of the sailing 
ships to the long lines of prairie schooners 
that stretched across the plains to mining 
camps of the California gold rush and the 
western-most settlements of the United 


States. During all this period we enter- 
tained ourselves with “homemade” sing- 
ing and dancing. The guitar, the violin, 
the flute and the piano were popular in- 
struments, widely played. 

The turn of the century brought me- 
chanical entertainment with the develop- 
ment of the phonograph and the motion 
picture. These “infernal contraptions” 
made many external changes in our lives, 
and yet, today, the juke box plays the 
direct descendant of the American-style 
folk ballad which expresses the same 
feelings, the same ideas as the ballads our 
forefathers sang. And in the modern 
square dance, though the calls may be 
rhymed and performed with sophistica- 
tion, the figures still are the same.

In the thirties LIBBY HOLMAN blazed 
across the American stage and left four 
great song classics in her wake. There 
had never been anything like her. In 
“Moanin’ Low,” “Can’t We Be Friends,” 
“Body and Soul” and “Something to Re- 





member You By,” she substituted flesh 
and fury for hearts and flowers, and gave 
a stunned audience an emotional impact 
that has lasted through the years. Her 
songs were more sophisticated than the 
early blues from which they were derived 
—brooding ballads of unrequited love, 
filled with revenge as well as remorse. 
With unparalleled success Libby Hol- 
man interpreted the 30’s. But even at the 
height of her first fame she was looking 





ahead, past torch songs and night club 
blues to a metier which had always in- 
terested her—an authentic exploration of 
American ballads, their place in the con- 
temporary world, their meaning. In the 
theatre, in night clubs here, and in Euro- 
pean concerts she has worked steadily 
towards that goal. 


In 1950-51 Miss Holman and her accom- 
panist Gerald Cook performed in France, 
Italy, Switzerland and the Netherlands. 
She was requested to remain in France 
and her answer may well be the key to 
her entire career: “My profession is sing- 
ing, my language is American.” In the 
summer of 1952 at the Lyric Theatre, 
Hammersmith, her program of “Ballads, 
Blues and Sin Songs” received brilliant 
reviews from the London critics. The 
Daily Telegraph called her: ‘an amusing 
artist ... one of that select band who is 
capable singlehanded of holding an audi- 
ence spellbound for hours.” More diseuse 
than singer, she works with Gerald Cook 
in a many-faceted conversation piece, a 
dramatization with music of American 
songs—some contemporary, some centur- 
ies old. January of this year found Miss

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Holman at the Academy of Music in Phil- 
adelphia where she had both critics and 
audiences vying for plaudits. 


On January 5th, Libby Holman’s con- 
cert in Boston at the New England Mutual 
Hall drew rave notices from the critics. 
Elliot Norton of the Post said: “She is 
fascinating . . . her voice, her personal- 
ity, her manner of presentation are all 
unique.” Elinor Hughes of the Herald 
wrote: “A great American blues singer 

. . her voice is a unique instrument, 
dark and tragic for the laments of a 
whole series of betrayed and _ hapless 
damsels; bright and perky for the comic 
numbers; lilting and wistful for the bal- 
lads.” Rod Nordell of the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor exclaimed: “Hers is a kind 
of voice for which the blues were made. 
It is deep throated and darkly resonant.”

A group of fellow students—among 
them Horton Foote, Mildred Dunnock, 
Perry Wilson and Joseph Anthony—form- 
ed the nucleus of the American Actors’

four years. She divided her time with 
radio and directed many productions in 
that medium.
